KILLED IN 


[By Telegraph to The.Age] 


J*3=scn, Miss., Dec. 26.—Governor 


Vardaman received a telegram from 
J. A. Quarles, a .prominfent citizen of 
Seooba, Miss., stating that a further 
uprising had occurred, in which five 
unknown ^ negroes were killed, and 
that their slayers had been captured, 
and asking that, 25 troops be dis- 
patched to that place to help hold the 
prisoners. Governor Vardaman in- 
structed the colonel commanding at 
Meridian to ask for a special train 
over the Mobile & Ohio railroad and 
to go to trie scene as quickly as pos- 
sible. 


In round numbers fifty families1 were 
given neded assistance on Christmas 
day thanks to the tireless efforts of 
Ensign Logan, of the Salvation Army. 


The kettle which has been on the 


street since early in December gather- 
ed in about $70 which went to pur- 
chase -suppling for Christmas 
dinner 


ner for the worthy poor. 


Thirty-two families were sent bask- 
ts anrl a dozen or more others were 
given clothing. 


, Wahalak, Miss., Dec. 26.—The state 
troops, called here to suppress the 
racial rioting, have 
all 
returned 


to Meridian, their commander having 
expressed the belief that there would 
be no further use for them. Conduc- 
tor Kobert Harrison of the Mobile & 
Ohio railroad, who was ambushed and 
seriously wounded by a negro, is dead. 
The origin of the racial troubles here 
was caused primarily by the meeting 
In a narrow roadway of wagons driven 
by a white farmer and a negro respec- 
tively. The negro abused the white 
man, who reported the -^currence, to 
the white villagers at Wahalak. The 
whites .Immediately organized them- 
selves and In a fight with the negroes 
of the community a number of white 
men were killed,,including one of the 
most prominent in the vicinity. Th« 
number of negroes killed in the rice- 
ing has never been approximated, but 
dead negroes have been found in all 
parts of the settlement since the trou- 
ble started. After the arrival of the 
troops no disturbance occurred, al- 
though it is believed that three ne- 
groes, including George Simpson, one 
of the principals in the disturbance 
aboard the Mobile & Ohio train last 
Sunday, had been lynched just before 
the arrival of the troops. The citizens 
of Wahalak will not admit the fact 
that the men were captured by & 
posse, but say they were "lost in the 
swamp" while on,their way to town.

Life tables Issued by other companies these have made neces- 
sary the accumulation of an increase of many millions of dol- 
lars in reserve. Unthinking persons come to the conclusion 
that this piles up the wealth of the Company forgetting that 
along with the Increase of assets runs the increas of liabilities, 
and that the weath of a company consists in its surplus; and 
completely overlooking the remarkable fact that we have de- 
liberately kept down our surplus to about, ten per cent, of our 
assets by annual distributions of the excess of surplus earned 
to5,the,policy-holders who contributed to it. Public opinion ha® 
changed and now cares more for .death benefits than endow- 
m<-jnt-> We are in business to please the public. We have a 
good deal of evidence that Ordinary,Life and limited Payment 
Life contracts are thought preferable*to Endowments. We Have 
resolved therefore to discontinue" our Increasing Life and En- 
dowment polities, which were designed to meet>he, publics sde- 
mand formerly existing, and which" were, we believe,.the first 
tables ever really scientifically constructed for Industrial polic- 
ies Our new industrial policies will therefore be Whole' Life 
contracts 
But we think that as to these there are signs of a 


belief on the part of the public that payment of premiums ought 
to cease with old age. It js haul for people to see what to any 
mathematician is self-eviient, that in life insurance the com- 
paniese are enabled to piy the .policies in fUll on lives of 
those who die soon after insurance only by the receipt of prem- 
1 miums from those who 1 ve out and beyond their expectations; 
and that the hardship, upor those who live long is only the con- 
tiibution to the unfortunate which is the o-tsential basis of l-fe 
insarance 
However, it v*. possible of course to make tables 


for limited payments, and the pioblem is therefoie to fix an 
age (hat shall not be so young as to raise tlie premiums or
